‘Bat prejiulices, inimical to all great 
reforms, puta flop to this alfo ; and 
among other no doubt equally footih 
-objedions, one was, that regiments of 
different fexes could not be formed into 
battalions without danger of the fervice 
being neglected ; that we fhould have 
more field-nights than field-days ; that 
Intriguing would take place inftead of 
exercifing; and that no maneenyre 
would be practifed with fkill, except 
the general fainte. 1 did not, how- 
ever, fee much in this objection; for, 
if our female foldsers had been regu- 
larly trained upop the plan of the phi- 
Jofophers above alluded to, there would 
have been fo little of the woman. left, 
_that the males would as foon ‘have 
thought of paying court to a piquet of 
French poifjardes, or a company of St. 


‘Giles's rangers. Their. preference»o 


con¢gubinage: to. matrimony. was Cer- 
tainly fomewhat tin‘favour of the, ob- 
jection; and there wasanother obfiacle 
not very eafily furmounted, L mean, 
an uucommon antipathy to. that-nega- 
tive maneeuvre whieh the commanding 
officer enjoins, when he calls Attention! 
Order ! Indeed, with all. my, partiality 
to the fcheme, there is fume. reafon to 
fear that too many of the privates would 
have been defirous. of giving .** words 
of command.” ih. 
But whatever advantages might bave 
refulted from that. and other fchemes 
for the improvement of the fair fex, 
propofed about the fame time, as they 
were not adopted, and are now _ for- 
otien, it is ulelefs to regret, and too 
a revive them. Guill fuch are the 
irrefiftible powers of the ladies in civil 
life, that every Projector, at this crilis, 
muft be medisating fome plan to call 
them forth. My own ideas, I confe(s, 
are. not fufficiently matured on the 
fubject, to permit ine to give a decided 
opinion ; but, frouy the great nombers 
of the fex who have fome weeks 
been feen marching towards: the coafis 


‘of Kent and Suffex, with fupplies for 


two or, three mouths, one is inclisied 
to fuppofe. that fome fecret expedition 
is in agitation, or that they are eager to 
bid defiance to the enemy on the very 
thores where it is moft probable he wilt 
attempt to land. This, if it hea true 
flatement of the cafe, dees honour to 
their valour; for they are, I am told, 
fubject to many privations, the greater 
part having Jeft their, hufbands at 
home; and their encampments are not 
the mott convenient, ner furnifhed 
with provifions, unlefs at very great 
expence. 

But to return to the favourable op- 
postanity. which the prefent crifis gives 
for che employment: of time. A learned

tedious. Means enouzh-haye been in 
vented to abridge it of its length, but 
the ‘gedium of the remaining part would 
be in general provided.-fur with great 
difficulty, if emergencies fuch as the 
wefent did not now-andsthen arife. 
Vhat, for example, wonld become of 
converfation at this cead feafon of the 
year, when the Parkament is about to 
clofe, and London to become defolate, 
if the probabilities of an invafion did 
not come fo opportunely, and. at the 
fame time fo admirably fitted for dif- 

cuffion,

euffion, that no two perfons can be 
found of the fame opinion, even of 
that finall number who happen to have 
any opinion atall? Long experience 
roves that the lefs we know of any 
ub eG, the more we talk about it; and 
ps nothing was ever better con- 
trived for the purpofes of conjeare, 
than a tafe of alarm. It is on this oc- 


‘eafion that we think in the dark ; and 


onr ideas, playing @ blind-man’s-buff, 
are never right but by accident. 

On the prefent occafion, hikewife, I 
cannot but felicitate the readers of No- 
vels on the opportunity they will now 
have, of exerting that courage which 
they have derived from a familiarity 
with terrific objects. For fome years 
paft, all our Novels have tutued on one 
patlion, that of fear, which has been 
excited: fometimes ingenioufly and 
fometimes clumfily, by means of rui- 
nated cafiles, blue chambers, and long 
galleries, deep dungeans, feeble glim- 
merings, firange noifes, grimly gholis, 
and half-picked fkeletons. “At fiftt 
thefe created no firall alarm, and every 
boarding-fchool proclaimed the “ reign 
of terror.” Few mites were fo hardy 
as to zo to bed without a fervamt, or 
to walk in the dark without “faneyin 
that the old ¢lack-cafe wes a iniaident 
fpirit. A new feries of, nertous affee- 
tions were confequenily introduced, 
which puzzled the faculty very rsugh, 
until they difeovered how ineffeétual 
bark and fieel, and the whole clais of 
tonics, were in the vicinity of a circuls- 
ting library, At length, however, eaf- 
tles and ghofis, and blue chambers, 
and blue devils, became fo commen, 
that it required a very unufual mixture 
of raw-hvads and bloody-hones to ex- 
cite a moment’s ag 2 age in the 
mofi delicate young lady. Light at the 
end of a gallery had no wore effect 
than farthing candles ought to hare ; 
aud the molt timid looked behind the 
tapefiry, indifferent wheiher it con- 
cealed’ banditti or a fet of china. 
Murders and rapes were perufed with 
great compofure, and towers toppled 
on their heads without difturbinga fn- 

le hair of the Ninon or the Brutus. 
Van forelis were perambulated bv 
night like the Mall at noon-day, and 
travellers loft their ‘way without caring 
whether they ever found it. 

Thofe therefore who ftudied courage 
in fuch edifying performances, may 
have av opportunity to praciife it, fince 

be alfured that the ,enemy 
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will have no hefitation in performing 
the incidents they have familiarifed by 
reading. ‘The threatening foe has, in- 
deed, perpetrated them fo frequenily 
in other countries, that perhaps at no 
very diflant period “tuch of the hifto- 
ty of the late war will be read as ro- 
mance, and the circumftance of a 
GREAT HERO murdering his “prifaners,

With their atmof indufity, howe- 
ever, they have not been able to dar- 
ken the prefent profpe&. Indircétly 
perhaps we are indebted to. them, for 
they have contributed to quicken the 
exertions and roufe the {pirit of their 
indignant fellow fubje&s. And fuch, 
indeed, has been the confequence of 
the menaces of the enemy and the arti- 
fices of his agents, that in a véry hort 
time the nation will be placed out of 
the reach of all probable danger.

M, Lafieri, the land{éape-painter, het- 
ter known. by the name of Don Tita, 
of Naples; and of a flawwary, a moul- 
der in plafier of Paris, and a man of 
letters, whom Lord Elgin took with 
him ashis chaplain, but who in gene- 
ral accompanied the fociety of artifis, 
or was employed in Vifiting alone other 
claflic regions of Greece, where there 
were no remains of antiquity to attract 
the atiention of the formen. The 
draughtfman and the archite& have 
colleéted the greateft number and moft 
valuable materials for the account of 
this journey, which is to be publithed ; 
the former has made drawings of all 
the antient remains of the plaitic arts ;

In the mieafles‘it_ has proved effica- 
cious. I have not had many opporta- 
nities of trying it; but fume Thave had 
fince that tfatt was publi and its 
effects have been - it wihed or ex<

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pected. I have been informed, how- 
ever, that ithas been exienfively given, 
in fome parts where the meaffes have 
been common, with the coimpleteft 
and moh conftani fuecefs ; in confe- 
quence of which | beg leave to recom- 
mend it, in a particular manner, to 
the attention of your. Lencvolent rea- 
ders, As the meafles frequently attack 
very voung children, the dofes muft, 
in fuch cafes, be finall. 

Half a.grain of the volatile alkali 
may be given in a litle fugar and wa- 
ter to a mere infant, every two or three 
hours, while the fever continues ; in- 
‘ereafing the dofe to one, two, or three 
grains for children of larger growth. 
If the cough be troubiefome, a little 
fyrap.of white poppies may be added ; 
and, if neceifary, a few drops of lau- 
danum, juli fo as to’ keep the cough 
eafy, particularly after the fever is 
abated by the volatile alkali. 

Thefe being the principal direAions 
‘Thave to recommend, I fhall difmifs 
this fubje& to prepare for the next, on 
acute rheumati(m and inflammations 
in general of the ‘common kind. 

I muft beg permiffion, however, to 
amake a few remarks on the account 
that is given of the above tra@ in the 


« Medieal-and Phyfical Journal;” parti- 
-eularly as that flatement is fo errone- 
ous, that the mofi fatal confequences 
mufi arife from its being adopied for 
trial in gece: The writer of that 


article informs his readers that I order 
one drachm of volatile alkali to be gi- 
ven every'two or three hours, which is 
exactly fen timesuas much as 1 have di- 
steGed. Whertier this falfe flaternent 
proceeds frova i/liheral motives, or the 
mofi fcandaloits inattention, will not 
decide ;-be it which it may, however, 
in a work profefledly medical, fuch an 
"error is highly reprehienfible ; particus: 
larly as the mode of treatment was 
brought forward as new. That writer 
then-adds, **-We have, however, heard 
of the ufe.of Ammonia and aromatic 
confectiottn fimilar cafes, before we 
learnt that?it was a difcovery of Dr. 
Peart.” That a few grains of am- 
monia may have been ordered, occa- 
fionally, with aromatic .confeRion, 
camphor, &c. &c, in the latter a of 
eryfipelas, in cafes of great lownefs and 
debility, is not anlikely. If that be 
“what that writer alludes to, which I 
conclude is the cafe by his ftrefs upon 
aromatie confection, which has no- 
‘thing to do in the cure, the manner in 


which he brings ir forward is defigned4 
ly avd artfully difguifing the truth for 
invidious purpofes. If that writer really 
had heard of the free and frequent do- 
fes of ammonia being eurploved, inter- 
nally and externally, fromthe very fir 
atiack of the diforder, as } have recom- 
niended ; which, however, he knows 
he never did ; he mufi alfo have known 
of its fuperiot efficacy ; as he is em- 
ployed to procure information for “the 
faculty, he ought ta ‘be led with 
difgrace,‘or with-holding information of 
fuch importance. He does not pretend, 
however, that the treatment was éver 
publifhed before ; neither does he feem 
to have ever heard of ammonia being « 
ufeful in meafles. j 

The Monthly Reviewer, too, informs 
his readers, that T order to the extent 
of (2 grains of animonia every two or 
three hours. It is a palpable falfey: 1 
never gave it, ordered it, or intended it 
to be given, in fuch dofes. He, how- 
ever, attempts to guard againft ill effects 
from falfe ftarement, by infinuating to 
his readers not to believe a fingle word 
that I have written. This, methinks, 
might have contented him: but it dees 
not: he tries my opinions by compa- 
rifon with his own; happily for me 
thev differ, Theseonclufion may be 
ealily forefeen : 4 Reviewer dns every 
man for a feol who maintains opinibis 
different from his own.: It visthis tha- 
gitterial tone which upholds his confe- 
quence with the bes and ignorant ; 
and he purpofely k himfelf in con- 
cealment, that he may be impertinently 
iliberal with perfonat fafety. Unfortu- 
nately for that writer, any ecomparifon 
between the vaff profundity of a Re- | 
viewer's judgment, or the ponderous 
weight of iis opinions, and the abilivies 
and opinions of others, was entirely 
outyof the queftion. «Asa Reviewer, 
his duty fimply confified in giving a 
fur anid hone? account of the nature 
of the traéis and their contents. -Had 
he heen a benevolené man, indeed, he

niendation of them te the notice of the

Col. George Cooke, of the firk 
reztment, of Guards; the boatfwain, 
failmaker, and feven feamen ;-in all 
eleven perfons. ; 

* ‘The only provifions we were ens 
abled to fave confitted of between forty 
and fifty pounds of biféuit; one demi- 
jean, or veflel, containing five gallons 
of water ; a fmall jug of the fame, and 
part of afmall barrel of {prace beer; 
one demijean of rum, a few boules of 
port wine, with two. compailes, a 
quadrant, a fpy-glals, a fmall tin mug, 
and a wine glafs. The deck lantern, 
which had a few fpare candles in it, 
had been likewife thrown into the boat, 
and the cook having had the precaution 
to fecure his tinder-box, and: fome 
matches. that were kept. in a bladder, 
we were afterwards enabled to fleer by 
night. 

“« The wind was now blowing ftrong 


fram. the Weftward, witha heavy fea, 


and the day had juft dawned. Eltima- 
ting ourfelves to be at the diflauce of 
350 miles. from St. John’s, in New- 
foundland, with a profpe of a conti- 
nuance of Wefterly winds, it becaine 
at once neceffary to ule the firicielt 
g@conomy.. E reprefented to my com- 
panions in diflrefs, that our refolution, 
once made, ought on no account to be 
changed ; and. that we myfi begin by 
faffering privations, which I forefaw 
would. be greater than I ventured to 
explain. To each perfon, therefore, 
were ferved out halt bifouit and a 
lafs.of wine,, which was the only al- 
owance forthe enfuing 24 hours, all 
agreeing to leave the water untouched 
as long as poflible.. During the time 
we were employed in getting out the 
boats, I had ordered the Matter to 
throw the main-hatch tarpauling into 
the cutter; which, being afterwards 


cut into lengths, enabled us to form a 


temporary bulwark againft the waves. 
I had alfo reminded the carpenter io

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Sept him as many tools as he 
? he had accordingly, among 
Siher things; puta few nails inj bis 
pockets, and we repaired the gunwale 
of the cutter, which had been fiove in 
Aoifiing her owt. Sdon afier daylight 
we made fail, with the jolly-doat ‘in 
tow, and fiood clofe-hauled ww» the 
Northward and Weftward, in the hope 
of reaching. the coat of Newfoundland, 
or wf “being picked up by fome velfel. 
Pafled two iflands of ice nearly as large 
as the firfl. We now faid pravers, and 
seturned thanks to God for-our deliver- 
ance: At noon, obferved in latitude 
46. 33. North, St. John's bearing about 
W iN. difiant 350 miles.” 

After encountering various gales of 
wind, and being reduced to the loweft 
flare, it was net till the 4:h of July, 
after having been feven davs in this 
dreadful fiaie, that they made Concep- 
tion Bav, on the Coaft of Newfound- 
Jand. Pheir fenfations upon making 
land are very afieélingly defcribed by 
Capt. Fellowes : 
. * d-with it were poflible for me to 
deteribe our fenfations at this intereft- 
iug moment. From the conftant 
watehing and fatigue, and from the 
languor and depreflion arifing from our 
exhaufied flate, fnch aceumulated irri- 
tabiliwv was brought on, that the joy of 
a fpeedy relief affected us all in a moft 
remarkable way; many burl into 
tears; fonre leoked ‘at each other with 
a fiupid flare, as if doubtful of the rea-

tion, no animating language, could

That the retreat ofthe fea from the 
lower parts of the prefent. continents 
was gradual and not fully effeGed un- 
til after the lapfe of feveral centuries, 
many reafons induce us to. believe.’

which, from the degree of cold which

diftant from it. Stratified mountains, 
of various heights beneath 8000 feet, 
exiftin different parts of Earope, and 
of both continents, in and between 
whofe firata various fubflances of ma- 
rine, and fome vegetables of terreftrial, 
origin repofe, either in their natural 
fiate or petrified: the regularity and 
uniformity of thefe firata flrougly indi- 
cate a caufe whofe. aQion was regular 
and uniform, and long-continued; new 
tides are the only caufe of this nature 
with which we are acquainted. 

** The earth was without form, and 
void ; confequently, another terraque- 
ous globe did not exift, prewoatlys in 
@ complete ftate, out of whofe ruins the 
prefent was formed ; ‘but it was partly 
1n a chaotic flate, partly full of emply 
cavities. ~The deep means the. chaotic 
mafs ‘of earth and water; which laf 
was, from’ the beginning, in a liquid 
fare, and, confequently, elementary 
fire, or the principle of heat, exifted 
from the beginning. The /pirit of God, 
or rather a fpirit, denotes an invifible 
elaftic fluid, the great evaporation that 
‘took place foon after the creation, as 
foon as the folids began to cryflallize. 
The produdion of light moft probably 
denotes the flames of volcanic eruption. 


Firmament' means the almofphere, or + 


expenfe. .The waters gathered toge- 
ther in one place, and he dry land ap. 
peared, denoting that the difclofure' of 
the earth was -fucceffive; the creation 
of fith preceded that of land aniinals, 
and the remains of the former aré 
found at thie’ preateft depths, while 
thote of the lawer are near the furface. 
Here we have 7 or 8 geological faéts, 
related by Mofés on the one part, and, 
on the other, deduced ‘folely from the 
moft exaét and beft-verified geological 
obfervations; and yet agreeing perfealy 
with each other, not-only in- iflance, 
bat in the ‘drder ‘of’ their’ ‘fuicceffion. 
On whichever’ of thefe we beftow our 
confidence, its” agreement with the 
other demonittates' the truth of that 
other. But, if we beftow. our confi- 
dence on neither, then their agrerments 


miift be accounted for. If we ottempt. 


this, we  thall find. the improbability 
that both accounts are falie, infinite; 
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confequently, one muft be true, and 
then fo mutt alfo the other.” 

A fecond effay follows, on the De- 
Inge, wherein Mr. K. obferves, that 
fhells found on a mountain in Peru, 
at the height of 14,220 feet, muft have 
been lodged there by a fubfequent in- 
undation. . The account given by Mo- 
fes, taken in a plain, literal fenfe, as 
the only one that appears perfeétly 
confiftent with all the phenomena 
now known, plainly afcribes the De- 
luge to a fupernatural caufe, the ex- 

refs intention of God to punith man- 
Kind for their crimes. We murft there- 
fore confider it as a miraculous effu- 
fion of water from the ‘clouds, and 
from the great abyfs. Ifthe waters fit 
partly within and pety without, the 
caverns of the globe were once fuffi- 
Cient to cover even the higheft moun- 
tains, they muft have been fufficient to 
do fo a fecond time, when miracu- 
loufly educed out of thofe caverns. It 
originated from the great Southern: 
‘ocean, below the Equator, and thence 

rufhed on the Northern hemifphere. 

Noah refided on the borders of the’ 

Southern ocean, otherwile he could - 

pot fee that the great abyfs was open- 

ed; and an inundation frpm the South- 
eaft drove the ark North-welt, to the 
mountains of Ararat. By a continual 
rain for 40 days, the furface of the 
earth muft have been loeofened to a 
confiderable depth. This loofening and 
opening of the earth was, in many 
: places whete the marine inundation 
flagnated, an ufeful operation to the 
foil fubfequently to be formed, as by 
thefe means fhells and other ‘marine 
exuvize were introduced into it,’ which 
rendered it more fertile. The falt wa- 
ter was diluted by the rain, and its 
ernicious effeéis, both as to foil and 
refh water, in ‘great meafaré prevente. 
ed.’ The deftruction of animals feryed  - 
the fame purpofes, and might, in. 
many ‘inftances, be neceffary to ferti-*. 
lize a foil’ produced by the decompofi-' 
tion of primary mountains, From the’ 
animals thus defttoyed the phoiphoric 
acid formed in ‘many ores may have’ 
originated. The progres of the inva- 
fion of the waters’ of the great abyfs, 
which completed the catalitophe, is 
accurately traced, and the caufe here 
afligned ‘confirmed ‘by the remains ‘of 
the remote climates found in Europe, 
and promifeuoufly mixed. effeéts

unfit to bear olive-trees, as before, 
when the Cafpian and Euxine feas 
were joined, .is,.the effect of being 
chilled by its diffance from the fea.

Soon after 
the creation of vegetables, and in pro- 
portion as they grew and multiplied, 
vat quantities of oxygen muft have 
been thrown off by them into the then 
exifting atmofphere, without any pro- 
ortional counteracting dimivution 
om the refpiration or putrefaction of 
animals, as they were carried only in 
We and multiplied more flowly : 
ence it muft have been much purer 
than at prefent; and to this circum- 
fiance, perhaps, the longevity of the 
Antediluvians may, in great meafure, 


be attributed. After the Flood, the* 


flate of things..was perfetily reverfed ; 
the furfaee of the earth was covered 


with dead and putrifying land animals , 


and fith, which copioufly abforbed the 
oxygenous part of the atmofphere, and 
fupplied only mephitic and fixed air: 
then the atmofphere was probably 
brought to its aval flate, containing 
little more than one fourth of pure air, 
and nearly three fourths of mephitic,

The rage for abfirufe difquifition, not 
content with rendering profe unintelli- 
gible, infegied and obfcured the plea- 
fant regions of poetry. Hence the dark 
allegories and imyflic theology of the 
learnedly-poetic Dante, and bis bef of, 
imitators, Frezzi, bifhop of Foligno, 
author of the Quadriregia, written be- 
tween 1380 and 1400. Hence were 
the early and preternatural abilities of 
Pico delia Mirandula loft to the benefit 
of mankind; aud hence was Petrarch, 
the man of all others beft adapted to 
the propagation of true fcience, and 
who, even thus led afiray, powerfull 
contributed to its advancement, bewil- 
dered in the flowery but pathlefs mazes 
of metaphyficks or Platonic love. His 
Lordthip ;is of opihion that the Ara- 
bians, by their conquefis, and not the

jets in tragedy, as ‘not likely, in his 
judgment, to corrupt by the reprefen- 
‘tation of criminality or vice, which, 
the more atrocious and monftrous it is, 
the more difficult it will be to paint 
it in alluring colours. The Grecian 
Mufe gave no falfe colours to the out-

With Addifon and his contemporariés

While Addifon 
was communicating to Englith profe a 
degree of correGinels with which it had 
been, till-his time, unacquainted, Swift 
was exemplifying its precifion, and 
giving a flandard for its purity. Swift 
was the firft writer who attempted to 
exprefs his-meaning without fubfidiary 
words and corroborating phrafes. He 
neatly laid afide the ufe of fynenyms, 
in which even Addifen . bad a fittle in- 
- dulged, and, without being very foli- 
citous about the firucture or harmon 
. @f his periods, feemed to devote all his 
attention to illuftrate the force of indi- 
vidual words, Swift hewed the flones, 
and fitted the materials for thofe who 
built after him: Addifon left the neat- 
eft and moft finifhed models of orna- 
mehtal architeCture. Bolingbroke and 
Shafiefbury, like Addifon, were elegant 
and correéi, and feem from him to have 
derived their correGinefs and elegance.” 
This appears from the two editions of 
Shaftefbury’s Enquiry concerning Vir- 
tue, 1699 and 1726. * It might afford

So wide was the variation of the fiyle

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of Addifon and hfs contemporaries 
from that of the period of 168@, that 
no fubfequent variation was fo great or 
fo obvious. Improvement, however, 
it did receive ; and, among thofe whe 
contributed to that improvement, the 
amiable Gold{mith held, perhaps, the 
higheit place. Poffeffing all the quali- 
ties which conftitute a fine writer, in- 
tellect, erudition, and, above all, ta/le, 
in compofition, diftinguifhed equally 
by the mild fertility of bis imagination 
and the correé& copioufnefs of his lan- 
guage, he. feems to have carried the 
improvements of Addifon's ftyle almoft 
as far as they could he carried. But, 
even in this its highelt flate of excel- 
lence, it was fiill the ftyle of Addifon, 
difinguifhed by nothing buta greater 
degree of thofe qualities for which the 
avritings of Addifon were remarkable. 
As it woald, therefore, be improper, 
perhaps, to call thefe improvements 
variations in ftyle, it will be permitted, 
in an eflay of this nature, to pafs them 
over without more particular notice, 
and come at ouce to thofe changes™ 
which have heen introduced by Dr, 
Johnfon, the Coloffus of Englith lite- 
ratute—who varied the ftyle of Englith 
rofe in three infiances, in the form of 
its phrafes, jn the conftruétion ef fen- 
tences, and in dition. {Of the changes 
in phrafeology the prinospet is, the fub- 
fiitution ‘of the fubftantive exprefling 
the quality in the abftra& for the ad- 
jective expreffing it in the concrete, or 
the verbal fubftitute for the verb itfelf: 
by placing the oblique eafe at the be- 
ginning, and introducing between it 
and the word by which it is governed 
fome qualifying circumftances, and 
crowding together, at the end of his 
fentences, a number of phrafes fimilarly 
conftruéted. It is by his nice felection 
and corre&t ufe of words. that he is 
paoeeaty diflinguithed, and the Eng- 
ifh language principally benefited. His 
introduétion of exotic words into our 
language is vindicated, and he is con- 
fidered as the laft improver of our 


anguage.

a capacious vinegar-work. The reft, « 
{pace of many ivoufand acres of build- 
ing-ground, of inconceivable value, 
forms a chaos of dirty, crooked, nar- 
row fireets, lanes, alleys, and layftalls. 
He recommends a fpacious {treet from 
the foot of London bridge to the Al- 
bio mills, at a moderate diflanee from 
the river. Such a plan was perverted, 
through the influence of Sir Jofeph 
Mawbey, to Union-fireet, a line from 
no where fo no where, little ufed, and 
never likely to become more frequent- 
ed. The Monument is next objegied to, 
as ill-placed, and an.unfaithful record. 
Bell-alley, in the very heart of the city, 
is a chain of clafe, ill-bnilt and worfe- 
inhabited courts and alleys, and fhauld 
he cut through by a wide open (treet, 
nat leading to London wall or Beth- 
lem, both which fhould he removed as 
nuifances; by the removal of which 
latt, the value of the ground-rents of 
the quadrangle formed. by the lines of 
Broad-ftreet, Coleman-fireet, Lothbu- 
> and London wall, would be more 
than tripled. ‘The Weft end of. Lom- 
bard-{treet to be widened; and the fide 
openings of Temple-bar widened to 10 
feet. Widening the entrance of Chan- 
cery-lane will be attended with danger 
from the {wiftnefs of carriages driving 
into it, ‘A chain of handfome, 
paved courts, led from a little above 
Clifford’s-inn, nearly parallel to Fleet- 
fireet, thence carried acrofs Bell-yard 
and Shire-lane, and opening on the 
Laft of the entrance to Clement's-ian, 
would fupply a fituation for a good 
number of retail-fhops, and would .en- 
able foot-paflengers paffing between 
Weltiminfter and the City to find, with- 
out lofs of ground, a quiet and cleanly 
thoroughfare, and relieve them from 
the danger and dirt to whieh they muft 
be expoféd in erofling the widened 
ftreet immediately at its entrance. A 
chain of courts or paved pailages for 
foot-paffengers led from Monosmelt- 
ard to the Corn market, amd to the 
Juftom-houfe, acrofs the lanes of 
Lower Thames-ftreet, in a flraight line, 
would be a great relief to all perfous 

pafling in its direétion.” (p. 14.) 
The writer proceeds to confider the 
fiate of the communication between 
the ‘antient city and the sew one, 
which, within the laf 40 years, has 
been planted in the quarter of St. Giles 
and Mary-la-Bonne, is ftill increafing 
with atlonifbing rapidity, and the: in- 
tercourfe with which is becoming daily 
/ more 
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more important. He is for continuing 
the fireet’ from Blackfriers bridge to 
the North-eaftern road, removing Fleet 
market to the quarter of Eaft Harding 
or Stonecutter's flreet, and fome of the 
adjoining {paces. Among the leading 
rinciples which ought to govern and 
Fired the courfe of public improve- 
ments are, a free, open, and conve- 
nient thoroughfare parallel with the ri- 
ver, and at a farall diftance from’ its 
bank, clear of projecting buildings, 
and as coumodious as poflible for car- 
riages and foot-paflengers ; habitations 
fit for merchants and traders sidhin the 
city. Should the increafe of the popu- 
lation of the metropolis occation a fill 
farther expanfion of its buildings, the 
more neceflary will it be to -preferve 
the centre in. the higheft fiate of vi- 
gour.” (p. 20.) He then proceeds to 
obferve, that Broad-fireet, thould be 
rotruded along the Eaft fide of Fint- 
ury-fquate, which, would lead to the 
improvement of Spital-fields, which is 
peopled with diftrefled poor. The In- 
dia Company, following the example 
of the Bank, might incline to improve 
the approach to their new front. The 
equalization of the poor-rates of Lon- 
dou and the out-parifhes would be a 
meafure of not lefs jaftice than utility, 
and muft {peedily demand the attention 
of the Legiflature by its daily increaf- 
ing neceflity.

Bucklerfbury and the Poultry, clofe b 
the Weftern boundary of Grocers hall, 
to St. Olave’s church in the Old Jew- 
ry, on a line leading thence to the 
front of the church of St. Michael 
Baflifhaw onwards in a North-weft di- 
reGtion to the North end of Philip- 
lane; thence patling the front of Crip- 
pleaate church over the wafie ground 
ehind or at the front of the new 
Crefcent, and acrofs- Paul’s alley to 
Barbican, whence, in about the direc- 
tion of Langhorne’s ftable-yard, it 
might be advantageoully carried pait 
the back of Albematle-buildings, and 
over Fan-fircet into the wide part of 
Gofwell-tireet, and thence to Iflington 
and the great Nomh-weft road. (p. $2.)

XV. doubts are expreffed on 
the fuccefs or utility of the new docks, 
which the author ufed every exertion 
to oppofe as injurious to the-trade of 
the citv, and likely to augment tlie 
charges on merchandize. In feGion 

V1. he propofes-to extend the muni- 
cipality of London, and form the mu- 
nicipal council of perfons drawn from 
all the various quarters of the ‘metro- 
polis, and not, as at prefent, chiefly 
from wards in the city.. He would 
incorporate Southwark with London, 
and form two ample wards on the Eaft 
“and Weft fides of the High-fireet there ; 
another at St. Caiherine’s, and a fourth 
in Finfbury; the paris of London 
within the wards being known to be 
better managed than the other parts of 
the metropolis. The lord mayor fhould 
be exempted from the confinement of 
a jufti¢e of the peace by the angmenia- 
tion of the number of aldermen and 
common counci!, which would im- 
prove the confideration of the refpec- 
tive bodies. 

The funds for carrving thefe im- 
provements into execution are propo- 
fed to be raifed by. powers granted to 
“commnailfioners to let or fell the ground 
“on each: fide the: new .road or ftreet. 
Such a board of controu! might regu- 
Jate rebuilding after fires, and have the 
difirict farveyors fubjeét to them. Car- 
tiazes;drawn by men and dogs to be 
abolifhed, and fmall. carts drawn by 

_ one horle to be furbftituted, A ilandard 
‘for the breadth of carriages, excceded 
by. modern drays, and over-dithed 
wheels, endanger foot-pallengers. Soap- 
lees, leaving a putrid tench, fhould not 
be carried through the ftreets in day- 
time. The prefent rates cf hackney- 
coaches leave room for over-charge and 
extortion. 

Much that is here advanced is de- 
fetving of the public attention.

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IN confequence of application from 
Mr? W. the Doétor colle&ed all the 
information he could.on the fubjeQ of 
a bill intended to be brought into. par- 
liament to alléw. inland coal to be 
brought to London by canal-convey- 
ance; and the refult of his invefliga- 
tion was, that, fliould large fupplies of 
inland coal be drawn from the prefent 
channels, a moft ferious blow will 
thereby be given to all manufadiures in 
the vicinity of the mines from which 
the fupply will be obtained ; the total 
defiruction of the greater part of the 
fources of inferior coal at Mewcafile- 
upon-Tyne will follow; the fuperior 
collieries will ultimately monopolize 
the trade; the over-burthened inhabir- 
ants of the metropolis will be loaded, 
as has been regularly and almofi unex- 
ceptionably the cafe; with the exira 
charges arifing from the various frug- 
gles in trade, and frequently é¢xpofed 
to the hardfhips and impofitions arifing 
from a fearcity of fuel; and the mea- 
fure will have a tendency to throw into 
confufion two of the mot, turbalent 
claffes of men in Great Brita, the 
miners and !obouring mannfadturers in 
Stalfordihixe, Shropfhire, and War- 
wickthire, and thofe alfo employed in 
the inines-on the banks of the fivers 
Tyne and Wear. The great want of 
miners, and not of mines,"has not been 
fufficiently attended to. No enquiry 
fhould be more guardedly and anxioul= 
ly made than that of a regular and full 
{upply to the metropolis. Importation 
may fapply,. in pert the fcarcity of 
grain; bat, fhould new laws clog the 
operation ofthe coal-trade; fhould a 
large fhare of the mines at Newcafile, 
during a competition between them 
and ‘the inland mines, be /of?; or fhould 
a fucceflion of accidents in: a given 
number of the befl mines on the Tyne 
take place; antl, in fuch cafe, thould

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vantage of: the coal-trade do not reft 
wholly with the miner. The carrying- 
trade is expofed to extraordinary dan- 
gers and viciflitndes. ‘T'Here are no two 
claffes of men in Great Britain who, 
from the nature,, circumflances, and 
importance of their trade, require fo 
much ‘the tender, care and prote¢tion 
of Government as miners and feamen. 
Popular opinions, of the moft impor- 
tant nature, have been circulated, du- 
ring the laft fix months, againft the in- 
‘dividuals of the coal-trade colleétively. 
That mal-practices have exified in the 
trade, and do now exifi, and have been 
corrected, in'a great degree, by .Parha- 
ment, are eliablifled facts. Various 
complaints have been made to Parlia- 
ment of combinations, both in. the 
’ North and in London, from jealoufies 
among the local owners in the North 
and conipetitors of mines, and at.Lon- 
. don among the fmaller dealers, who

‘A want of 
a fufficieut demand. for coals at market 
has been, invariably, the eaufe of alk 
the embarraflment and. frauds which 
have been fo frequently complained of 
in the eeal-trade. To what other. caufe 
can. we afcribe the practice of giving dif- 
paich-money and premiams? Is it not 
on the conviétion that a general agree- 
ment in the coal-trade is built? And 
what other caufe can be afligned fuffi- 
cient to produce all the embarraff- 
ments and diftrefles which have taken 
place during the non-ewiffence of an 
agreement? The confumption of coal 
being thus unequal to the. growth and 
firength of the trade, . the quantity fene 
to market has always exceeded the de- 
mand, The coal-owners, to fecure a 
fale for their commodity, finding that 
thé large and lumpy parts of the ceal 
fold belt, contrived certain methods of 
feparating the finall or pondery parts 
from the larger. expences _of 
mining and works were. very ent 5 
the firuggte to difpofe of futhicient 
quantities of it would be.as great. The 
conlequence of thete firugeles has been, 
that the expediency of, a general agree- 
ment to vend a proportional quantity 
of coal in a given time from each col- 
liery, was univerfally aflented to.

By 
the exemption of fea-borne coal to 
Scotland from duty, Englifh coal goes 
thither duty-free, and Irith pays a duty 
of only is. zd.“ I know of no mode 
which the amount of the coal taxes 
eould be equalized Lut by levying a given 
proportion of income on the principle of 
the income tax. The expences, &e. at- 
tendant on colleéting the coal duties 
would thereby be faved, and the prefent 
partial duties would fall on thofe bef 
capable to bear them.” (p. 20.)

The coal-trade alone, which exceeds 

the forcign.commerce in the number 
ae 
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of thips annually difcharged, ires 
double the number of craft which is 
found neceffary for the whole import 
and export trade of the river. 2196 
barges, averaging about 33 (amount- 
ing, in the whole, to 72,468 tons), are 
chiefly employed in the coal importa- 
tion. On fome ‘occafions about 90 
colliers (each requiring, on an average, 

13 barges) are difcharging at once; 
1170 coal-craft will thus be laden with 
coals, occupying different parts of the 
pool, at the fume time ; while the chief 

rt of the remaining craft, above and 
acta bridge, are ufed as floating- 
warehoufes, till the coals can be difpor 
fed of. The monthly fupply of coals 
for the metropolis is eflimated at 300 
cargoes of 2200 chaldrons each, or 
66,000 chaldrons. Jt is, therefore, no 
unlikely fuppofition, that (with fome 
exceptions) 50,000 chaldrons, ‘on an 
average, remain expofed to depredation 
in open craft on the river all the year 
round.. The evidence given by Mef- 
fieurs Clayton, Ifmay, and Marten- 
dale, on the part of the coal-owners, 
is candid, diftinét, and able, except 
that, infiead of ftating the great opera- 
ting caufe clearly and decidedly, they 
have inadvertently taken the effeét for 
the caufe. 

. The caufes of the late and prefent 
extraordinary prices of Coals are flated 
to be, the continuation of Northerly 
winds lait year; the feverity of laft 
Winter ; the fhipping employed againft 
Holland during the feafon when the 
Winter ftock of ‘coal js generally laid 
in ; the river price of the veages of fea~ 
men ; the various petty malpractices in 
the trade, increafed ‘in their confe- 
quences by a threatened fcarcity; the 
rife of the price of labour, of the ne- 
ceflaries of life, and the materials ufed 
in wining, are caufes which have, 
more or le(s, produced the prefent high 
price of coal.

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The Do&or promifes farther difeuf- 
fions, particularly on the queliion of @ 
Jfearcity of miners in Staflordhire and 
Salop, and the exceflive rate of their 
wages, fuch as to enable them, in ge- 
neral, to live’on the wages of the Ja- 
bour of two-thirds of their time, and 
fpend the remaining one-third in 
idienefs and diffipation. Fortunately, 
the mines in the North are well-peo- 
pled. The meafure in contemplation 
is pregnant with mifchief to the inland

129. 4 brief Explanation of the Affembly’s 
Catechifm, by the late Rev. John Brown, 
of Haddington ; recommended by Dr. Fifher, 
of Glafgow. Revifed and improved, with 
fome Account of the Rife, Progrefs, and good 
Effeéts, of Sabbath Evening Schools in Scot- 
land ad England, and a Plan of the Mode 
of Infiruclion adopted in them. ByW.Mo'eley. 
THESE fchools were firit eftablithed 

in Scotland by a Society, formed at 

‘Edinburgh, in March, 1797; called 

«The Sabbath Evening School Society,” 

for the purpofe of eltablifhing others 

through the kingdom. About the be- 
ginning of June, 1799, two fimilar 
ones were fet up at Long Buckby, co. 

Northampton, each containing forty 

children. At Aberdeen no children 

under 8 years old, or who cannot read, 
are admitted. They meet at 6 on Sun- 
day evenings; repeat the texts, and 
give an account of the fermons, they 
ave heard; after prayer, a portion of 
Scripture is repeated, and the teacher 
endeavours to draw forth the ideas of 
the children on it, and they are exa- 
mined in 8 or 10 queftions from the 
Affembly’s Catechifm. After a fhort 
affe&tionate addrefs, finging a few verfes, 
mentioning the texts to be learnt againft 
the next meeting, and a fhort prayer, 
they are difmified. The {chools at 
Long Buckby are conduéed on this 
lan; but many inScouand, and fome 
in England, on ene lefs complex. The 
faccefs which attends thefe {chools has 
exceeded the higheft expediation; an 
extraordinary reformation was wrought 
‘ among the youth at Dundee. ; 
Without pretending to the ftriét piety 
of our Northern neighbours, we may 
Slatter ourfelves that decorum and re- 
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-gularity of manners, at leaft, has been 


obtained by the inftitution of Sunday- 
fchools in England, in bringing the 
idle and igtiorant children of both 
fexes to church in neat and tidy cloath- 
ing. It cannot be for the benefit of the 
community to let children have their 
own way, without any inftruétion or 
reftraint, or with no greater fhare of 
either than they chufe to imbibe or 


fubmit to.’ Indifferent obfervation will 
fhew that man is a creature of halis 
and drt, and not of nature, in any fate 
of fociety new fublifting in the world.

The Duke of Cumberland addvefled the 
Houfe in an animated ftrain, to thew that 
we had pow to decide whether Kng'and 
Was to ex:it as a free Bate, or be revuced 
to the tame degraded rank as the reit of 
Europe. - H». co:.fidered the Firtt Coaful 
as the natural «nemy of this coustry, and 
was convisiced that be ough to be ftre- 
nuoufly refifted. His Hsehoefs then took 
a general view of tie arbitary conduct of 
Bonaparte in different parts of the worlds 
aad finithed with expretiing his cenfidence 
that the fingie. arm of England was tuffi- 
cient to check his injullice «ad ambition. 

Ear! Stanbype oped all party dittinctions 
would be buiie:, and thoaght the coustry 
could only be faved by temperate delibera~ 

tions; 
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tions; he was forry to fee Malta the prin- 
cipal ground of quarrel, but thought we 
had an invncible ground in the interference 
of the French as to the liberty of the Prefs. 
In the courfe of his fpeech, he confiered 
different parts of the proceedings of the 
French in very oppofite points of view; 
and though he condemned Minifters for 
hurrying .over a compromife which he 
thought might have taken place, yet he 
complimented them for their honefty and 
candonr. [In the courfe of his fpeech, he 
propofed that we fhould give the ifles of 
Jetfey and Guernfey to France, for per- 
miffion to keep Malta. ] 

The Dake of Clarance confidered the pre- 
fent as one of the moft important queftions 
that had ever been difcuffed ; and although 
he gave his fupport' to the Treaty, yet he 
always feared the inclination of France to 
maintain amity. Viewing the different 
points in’ contention, he drew the fame 
inferences as to the condv@ of France as 
thofe expreffed by the Duke of Cumber- 
land. He confidered the late ceffion of 
Louifiana to be owing to the vigour of 
Great Britain ; and was convinced that the 
refult of the conteft would be honourable 
for this covatry, and fortunate for the 
world. 

Lord Mulvrave, in a fpeech of great 
leng'h, went over the points of aggreffion 
on the. part of France, and expreffed his 
with for unanimity in the conteft. He ri- 
dicvled the contradidtions in the fpeech of 
Lord Stanhope, and paid many compli- 
ments to the fentiments of the Britith 
Princes. 

Vifcount Melville declared he had been 
jn continual apprehenfion' of the abandon- 
ment of ‘Malta to France, but hoped the 
qneftion was now beyond a doubt: being 
convinced that there was no protection for 
thie Maltefe people except from Britain, 
sid alfo that as it was the palladium of the 
Meiiterranean, he hopéd we fhould fecure 
it by cur’ fleets and armies, and that it 
would be henceforward confidered only as 
a Britith peffeffion.

Lord Ellenbortugh obferved, that the age 
greffions of Franee were fo numerous that 
it was impoffible for any one to diffemble 
their exiftence; he fpecified many inftances 
of the confifcation of our fhips for having 
articles on board of Englith manufaéture ; 
adverted to the different papers to prove 2 
fy Rematic infringement of the Treaty ; and, 
afier evincing the neceffity of war, ap-

The circumftances 
which led to this fortunate and valuable 
conqueft were as follow: On the 25th 
Commodore Hood, with the fleet and- 
troops, failed from St Lucia, and, yefter- 
day, at day->reak, we made .this. iflind. 
About five in the afternoon, having Janded

It is next to impof- 
fible for me to fay too much in praife of the

in the higheft degree indebted to Commo- 
dore Hood, for the accommodation af- 
forded to them yn-board, and ta the judi~ 
cious arrangements and execution in the 
embarking and difembarkation of them by 
Capt. Hailewell. I take the liberty to in- 
cloie a copy of the orders given to the 
troops.

Aug. 17: A five broke out at Chumleigh, 
a market town in: Devonfhire, 22 miles 
from Exeter, on the road to Barnftaple, 
Biddeford, and ‘Torrington. It began at 
Mr. Ford’s, foap-boiler, and extended te 
the whole neighbourhood, .the premifes 
being moftly thatched. It raged for about 
feven hours; and deftroyed too hovfes; near 
three-foarths of the town. No lives were 
loft; but little property was faved. The 
dainage iseftimated at upwards of 25,0001. ; 
and-a fublcription is opened for relief of the 
fufferers. 

Aug. 19. A fire broke out at the boule 
of Mr. Henville at Bradford, near Dorchef- 
ter, co. Dorfer, which contumed that houfe, 
and that of Mr, Devenith adjoining; with 
three cottages and a haysrick. Peter Bar 
ret, ablackfmith, and Daw, afhoe-maker, 
were much burnt by the roof of one of the 
houfes failing. in. Moft of the property 
was infured ;.and the military at Dorchef- 
ter prevented the progrefs of the flames.

Wooéfall, whofe memory will jong be re- 
vered by a very large circle of friends, and 
whofe death is an irreparable lofs to his fa+ 
mily. Mr. W. made himfelf fo eminently 
ufeful by the employment-of his talents as 
a journalift, and by the charaéter anil dif- 
tinion which his reports of the’ parlia- 
mentary debates:zcquired, that the publick 
will defire to poffefs the hiftory of a per- 
fon who fo long, fo zealoufly, ‘and fo 
Jargely contributed to their information. 
He was early plyced by his father under 
Mr, Baldwin, of P; row, to learn 
the art of printing; frem whofe houfe he, 
went back to his fathér’s office, and ailitt- 
ed in the prioting and editing of “ The 
Public Advertifer.”” “He became fo warm 
an amateur of the drama, that, to gratify 
his ant forthe tage; he made an ex- 
curfion into Scetland, and performed fe- 
veral times for his anhufement in the com- 
pany of a Mr. Fifher. He ufed to. relate 
many pleafant anecdotes of this jaunt, the 
moft fortunate event of which, however, 
becaufe it conftituted the future happinefs 
of his life, was his marriage with a molt 
amiable woman, with whom be returned 
to the metropolis about 1772, and ehgaged 
himéelf as editor of “The Londen Packet.” 
From this he was called by the proprietors 
of “‘ The Motning Chronicle” to the don- 
ble fation of printer and éditor, which he 
filled with much credit to himfelf until the 
year 1739, when ‘he commenced a paper 
called ** The Diary” on his own account. 
Mr. Woodfalt. had the merit of being the 
fir writer who uudertook to detail the 

of the debates in the two Houfes of 
Parliament on the night of the proceeding. 
Befere his time, a very fhort fketch of the 
derate was all that the news-parers at- 
tempted to give on the fame night, and 
the more detailed reperts were deferred to 
fume fablequent day. Ble with a mott 
retentive memory, Mr, Woodfall under- 
took the fatiguing.and difficult tatk of gi- 
ving a detail of the proceedings on the 
fame night. Without taking a note to af- 
fit his memory, without the ufe of an. 
amanuenfis to cafe his labour, he has been 
kuown to write fixteen — after ha-’ 
ving. fat: in a crowded gallery for as ma 
tote without an interval of ref. He wo 
pride iv this exertion, which brought him 


more praife than profit. It wore down his 
conftitation, which was naturally good; 
and when other papers, by the divifion of 
labour, preduced the fame length ‘of ‘de- 
tails with an earlitr publication, he yielded 
the conteft, and fuffered his “ Diary” to 
expire. Since that time he émployed his 
talents in various publications. He fought, 
in the decline of bis life, to be appointed 
Remembrahcer of the City, an office for 
which he was peculiarly qualified: But 
private friendfhips and fupetior’ interett 
prevaile|. Mr. W. poffeifed alf the virtaes 
of private life that endear a man to foeiety, 
and was particularly diftinghifhed for his 
literary talents. - His memory was uncom- 
monly retentive; ani, were it not for this 
quality, he would probably have rifen to 
affluence in a world upon which he enter- 
ed with a competence, and left in 

humble circumftances,- Aided and incited, 
however, by this allvantage, he explored a 
path hitherto unkaown, ahd commenced 


‘a career of great bat unprofitable labour, 


that of reporting the debutés of Parliament 
from the firength of his memory alone, 
unaffitted’ by notes or any artificial means, 
In this line’ he attained the’ higheft degree 
of celebrity, as'well for the fidelity of his 
report, as the qiantity and rapidity of his 
execution. In 17$4°he ‘was invited to 
Dublin, to report’ the debates fpon the 
Commercial Propofitions ; ‘at which time, 
fo ‘great ‘was his fame, crowds followed 
him tirough the ftreets, eager to catch a 
glimpfe of aman whom they confidéred as 
endowed with fapernatural powers: Mr. 
W. was alfo devoted to the bélles lettres ; 
and, as fucl, was the intimate ‘friend of 
Garrick, Goldfmith, Savage,‘ and ‘all. the 
other members of the old Literary School, 
of which he was one of thé very few re- 
maining difciples. He was fo piffionately 
fond of theatrical reprefentation$ as never 
to have miffed the firft performance of a 
new piece for tlie laft 4o years; and the 
publick had fo good an opinion of his tafte, 
that his criticifms were decifive Of the fall 
or fortarie’of the piece and thé performer. 
Unfortunately for himfelf and his family, 
he placed all his hopes on the moft préca- 
rious fpecies of property, and became the 
proprietor of a néws-paper, whith his ta- 
lents raifed to eminence; but the talents of 
no individual could fecure it a permanent 
ftation upen that eminence. The paper 
fell, and with ic fell his hopes. “ Though 
difappointed, ‘he ‘was not to” be diverted 
from his favourite purfiits.. "He ‘was con- 
ftant in his attendance at the bat of the 
Honfe of Lords, which he had vifited fo 
lztely as Jaly 27: - Although he ‘was far 
advanced in fife, hé was active, animated, 
and in full poffeffion of his mental facul- 
ties; without the appearance of any confi- 
derable waite of ‘his phyfical ftrergth. To 
a large family, entirely dependent upon his 
; induftry, 
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As, however, the circle of his acquaintance 
gs Pg cirele of volithed life, 


as he was, known by almoft every man of, 
rank, fortune, and literary acquirements ia 
England ; and as he. was by many of 
them,, and. sotsothed tr all ;,.it.is hoped 
that their regard for the man. will, not be 
buried in, his grave, but. that, ic will fur- 
vive, and thew itfelf in aéts of kindnefs to 
his forely-afflifted family. .
